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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not considered 
persuasive. 

Applicant argued that the combination of Hsing in view of Arslan does not disclose transmitting connection release messages in a priority 
sequence. However, in Hsing a connection release message is transmitted for each connection (call) to be released (fig. 6, steps 604, 
and 608). The combination of Hsing in view of Arslan makes obvious a connection release message transmitted for each connection to 
be released in a priority order. When the release of a connection (call) takes place in priority order (Arslan, col. 6, lines 49-52), the 
associated connection release messages will be transmitted according to the method of Hsing. 

Applicant argued that that Arslan does not provide the proper motivation or suggestion to combine with the Hsing reference to make 
obvious the claimed invention. However, Hsing is lacking the concept of prioritized connection release, which is taught by Arslan. In 
Arslan, the highest priority connection is released first. Accordingly, Arslan provides motivation to release connections of Hsing in a 
priority sequence. 

In response to applicant's argument that Tiedemann is nonanalogous art, it has been held that a prior art reference must either be in the 
field of applicant's endeavor or, if not, then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was concerned, in 
order to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 
1992). In this case, Tiedemann is applicable to the solution of the present invention of assigning or implementing priority within a 
communication system. The prioritized listing of Tiedemann and the present invention both give opportunity to access communications 
resources, as similar to the field of endeavor the Arslan reference. 

Applicant argued that Tiedmeann does not have motivation for the combination of references. However, in Tiedemann, the list is used in 
a method (fig. 8) of assigning resources in a manner that provides a prompty disttrbution of resources (col. 4, lines 14-17 and 18-22; col. 
5, lines 16-20 and 25-27).
